An important feature of this collection of ethical works is that 
apart from its being rich in original works of ancient Arabian and 
Persian authors it is nch in works ndapteil from old Indian sources 
Some of tho copies wero transenbed either in the lifotimo of tho author 
or a few years after his death 

Several scholars have in turn helped in tho compilation of thw 
tho twentj fourth volume of tho senes Maulavi Mu inuddin >»adwl 
who had compiled tho volumes on IIistor\ Biography Quranic 
Science and Literature prepared tho mann^enpta for tho press After 
his transfer from tho sorvico of tho Oriental Pubho Librarj tho lato 
Maulavi Abdul Hamid who had worked as Curator and Cataloguer 
of tho Library completed tho compilation Comparison of tho quota 
tions in tho notices with tho text revision and rra<hng tlirougli tho 
proofs wero entrusted to Maulavi Mas ud Alam NadwS Iho present 
cataloguer Tlio Maulavi has boon helped in reading through tho
